That a new era is about to dawn upon 
the industrial interests of the South is very 
generally conceded by those who watch 
with any degree of solicitude the signs of 
the times or the march of events. 

The late war wrought wondrous changes, 
changes the full import of which it is, at 


‘sufficed to arouse the dormant energies 


of a people, who, notwithstanding all their 
wealth, intellect, and refinement, were still 
a dependent people. In the furnace of af- 
fliction heated, not seven but seventy 


they 

Being shut out from the markets of the 
world, they improvised machinery and 
utilized every available force, until the 
world looked on amazed at their won- 
drous achievements in the mechanic arts. 
The white men of the South, no longer able 
to buy labor or rely upon the hired black, 
abandoned war, and, beating their spears 
into pruning hooks, their swords into plow- 
shares, displaying the same indomitable- 
ness that had distinguished them on the 
tented field, compelled their desolated 
fields to reinstate them in their fortunes. 
The re-enthronement of cotton is rapidly 
progressing. The monthly report of the 
Department of Agriculture upon this point 
is quite conclusive. In its estimates of the 
ctop of 1868 Mississippi stands highest, 
having raised the past year 400,000 bales; 
Georgia next, 290000 bales; Alabama 
next, 285,000 bales; Arkansas next, 265,000 
bales, and Texas next, 260,000 bales. The 
aggregate amount reaches 2,380,000 bales, 
against 2,450,000 bales in 1867 and 1,835,- 
000 in 1866. Estimating 450 pounds to the 
bale; and at 30 cents per pound, we have 
as the value of the crop $821,800,000. This 
vast sum is flowing to the South, it is being 
used im rebuilding the waste places, 
perfecting lines of communication, and in 
every possible way contributing tothe in- 
dustrial advancement of the South. Itis 
évident—the proofs are to be seen on every 
hand—that the South is no longer con- 
tent to raise cotton for the manufacturing 
districts of either Old or New England. 
The vast profits resulting from the manu- 
facture of cotton will, from this time, in 
an ever-increasing ratio, aecrue to the 
South. In the discussion of methods for 
the recuperation of Southern interests, this 
item, hereafter, is certain to have its full 
weight, and New England is destined to 
see, at no distant day, her scepter depart 
from her. The South is already grasping 
what of right belongs to her, and we hail, 
with undisguised feelings of ‘pride, 
the increasing evidences of her emancipa- 
tion from the toils of those who have fat- 
tened upon her liberality and used their 
power and influence to crush and destroy 
her. 


In the discussion of manufactures in the 
South the question of the supply of skilled 
labor is the most formidable. So far, how- 
ever, it has been overcome. The mills al- 


ready in operation in various localities in | 


the South have experienced little if any 


difficulty from insufficiency of labor, and 


some of these mills have made such show- 
ings of profits as to completely lay the ex- 
hibits of New England establishments 
in the shade. The great and 
distinguishing advantages of the South 
over all other countries for the manufac- 
ture of the staple are conceded by capital- 
ists. The raw material is on the spot; it 
does not have’ to be baled, pressed, and 
transported thousands of miles by river, 


rail, and. ocean; it grows within sound of | 


the spindle that spins it and ef the click of 
the loom that 
transportation all saved to the South- 
ern manufacturer, and this saving, though 
for a time he may be compelled to pay a 
fraction higher wages than are paid in 


-Engiand or Massachusetts, still gives such

ders. What is true of Virginia is true of 
the entire South. The great desideratum 
to be secured is political and social tran- 
quillity--this aceomplished and the progress 
of Southern manufacturing enterprises will 
be one of the chief features in the current 
history of the times. The poor of the South 
will have remunerative employment, skill- 
ed laborers will flock to her genial clime 
from the North and from Europe, and o 
problem will be solved. 


England and America. 

If it is true, as we think it is, that the 
“sober, second thought” which is supposed 
in general to govern rational beings, does 
in the main and in the long run correct 
the false impreasions and violent outbursts 
which prevail during periods of popular 
excitement, it is no leas true that those im- 
pressions and outbursts, while they last, 
are as unreasoning and mistaken as they 
are clamorous and impolitic. We have 
seen, in this country, repeated illustrations 
of this truism during the last eight years. 
Not the French themselves ever gave way 
to more violent, more numerous and more 
inconsistent ebullitions of patriotic bom- 
bast. The war—which we are bound to 
regard as rather a serious episode—was 
full of wretched hypocrisy, and idle va- 
poring; the one side indulged its absurd 
propensitics as freely as the other; and, had 
the South won, we should have beheld the 
inauguration of the same species of bulli- 
ocracy at Richmond which now prevails at 
Washington. Humility is regarded as a 
virtue in successful individuals. But, if we 
judge by the conduct of the American 
people, it is not so considered with nations; 
certainly not among politicians, who 
are the representatives of nations. With 
them tri-color is the only wear, and they 
mount the red, white, and blue as often as 
they put on their clothes. Noise is their 
national anthem, and they roar it out on 
every occasion, great and small, till they 
are hoarse, but, unhappily, not until they 
are exhausted. The English, with all their 
culture, are very self-willed, and the 
French are vain and frivolous; but of all 
the races among men the Yankee—the 
Northern Yankee and the Southern Yankee 
—the Eastern Yankee and the Western Yan. 
kee—the Yankee who wore the blue and the 
Yankee who wore the gray—is the most 
insolent, domineering, and ignorant wher- 
ever his nationality—a thing he knows 
nothing about and cares nothing about—is 


trotted out for his ‘delectation. Being in | 


itself an affectation, having no real ground 
to stand on, he is the more proud of ii, or 
vain in it, like a clown in a court dress. 
There is no such thing as nationality on 
this continent,and therefore we must thrash 
the rest of Christendom,if we can get a 
pretext, to prove that there is. 

Just now England is the object of this 
hypocritical rage. The new President, in 
his inaugural, sounded the key-note; and 
his words, vapid as they were, being the 
most comprehensible portion of his address, 
have been caught up by the penny trum- 
pets and blown, like dirty soap bubbles, 
hither and thither. They do in truth re 
spond to a sentiment; they encourage a 
prejudice; they allure a very wicked hope. 
There are hundreds of thousands 
of people who are not recov- 
ered of the obsolete spread-eagleism 
which, like the measles, afflicted the 
first half ot the present century. There are 
thousands of army contractors, for whom 
the war, in the genial language of Parson 
Brownlow, “ended a year too soon.” 
There are hundreds of vagrant heroes— 
boot-blacks, who, promoted by the acci- 
dents of fortune, have now a martial de- 
testation of leather and refuse to return to 
the brush, though they are fit for nothing 
better—to whom a disturbance would be a 
god-send. All of these are voters; and, 
just as universal suffrage.must be the sure 
destroyer of national credit, will it prove 
the ultimate destroyer of the national 


peace. 
- The South has no reason to become the 
partisan af England. Indeed, the neutral- 
ity ot England was distrusted by the Con- 
federaic leaders from first to last, and, to- 
day, the Southern people haye as little love 
for England asthe people of the North. 
But, because we were disappointed, we 
should not be unjust. The history of the 
diplomatic relations between the British 
Government and the Government of the 
United States does not sustain so much as 
an itum of all the demands made by the 
Radical press and party. Nor does the 


es it. The expenses of | history of the ordinary relations between 


the two countries bear out the charges on 
which*the Fourth-of-July orators ground 
their rhetoric. The Alabama business is 
simply asham. The only thing more cu- 
rious than that such a sham should bear 
so much inspection without breaking 
down, is the taet that there is, in England, 
a party of really progressive and enlight- 
ened men, who, in spite of the insolence of 
American radicalism, are ready to join 
hands with it over acts of proscriptive vio- 
lence, which, if proposed in England, 
would be met by them with feelings of in- 
tense disgust and aets of obstinate resist- 
ance 


English radicalism is a liberalizer. It 
is the creature of light. Its tendency is to- 
ward that which is pure, elevated, and 
correct. American radicalism resembles 
it in hame alone. It is not a liberalizer; 


} for its direction is narrow and its temper 


vindictive. It is a creature of darkness. 
Ite tendency is toward that which is 
despotic. It hates England because, hay- 
ing lost money, it sees no other method of 
restitution than that of pillage; and it hates 
the South hecause the South is its prey. 
No English gentleman of radical princi- 
ples could visit Washington and carry 
away with him one particle of respect. 
No English liberal could visit South 
without a feeling of herror. Just as the 
Irish Church is the iniquity ot ages, is re- 
construction the new-born iniquity of con- 
centrated wrong, condensed and patented 
for ready and convenient use.

He afterwards 
earned however from others that she was 
exceedingly unpopular and even odious in 
Richmond on account of her undisguised 
sympathy with the Federal cause and her 
constant and notorious exertions in the 
promotion of it. She gave to the Federal 
prisoners in Libby and Castle Thunder all 
the pecuniary aid that she could afford, and 
of this there was no complaint. But she was 
charged with frequently assisting the pris 
oners to escape and with acting as a Fed- 
eral spy, and, upon these charges, she and 
her daughter were tried, convicted and 
sent to prison. Consideration for their sex 
however, was, we believe, allowed to miti- 
gate the severity of their sentence, and they 
were released before the expiration of their 
term. Nevertheless, they lived in constant 
dread of being again arrested, and their 
well-known dread was generally believed 
to be inspired by their consciousness of 
being engaged in acts of hostility to the 
Confederate Government. 

Mrs. Van Lew, we presume, will per- 
form her postoffice duties faithfully. Her 
energy is, we suppose, unquestionable. 
Still it seems to us that the principle upon 
which she has received her appointment is 
a bad one. If she was deemed deserving of 
reward from the Federal Government, the 
reward should, in our opinion, have been 
in a form and shape less offensive to the 
community in which she dwells. Her ap- 
pointment was evidently mtended to be as 
obnoxious a one to the people of Richmond 
as could possibly be made. The admin- 
istration of the late postmaster, Dr, 
Sharp, was entirely satisfactory to the peo- 
ple of Richmond, although he was a Radi- 
cal. Every well-behaved people have a 
right to expect that some shadow of a de- 
cent regard will be shown for their feel- 
ings and sentiments and opinions in the ap- 
pointment of the functionaries who are to 
attend to their business, and with whom 
they are to be brought in close and daily 
contact. This appointment of a woman, a 
convicted spy, a recognized enemy of nine- 
teen-twentieths of the men and women of 
the city of her residence, a person with 
whom the whole community have refused 
to hold intercourse, was obviously made 
for the mere reason that it was better eal- 
culated than any other could have been to 
annoy and disgust a people already too 
much annoyed and disgusted. 

Mrs. Van Lew was appointed to the 
Richmond postoffice because she was more 
odious than any one else to the Richmond 
people. General Sheridan was lately ap- 
pointed commander at New Orleans be- 
cause he was more odi than any one 
else to the people of Louisiana and Texas. 
How far is such 8 mean and malignant 
spirit to control the appointments made

Smuggling and Resisting the Laws. 

The triends of General Longstreet insist 
that nothing can be said with truth against 
his character. We think it a great deal to 
say with truth against a man’s character 
that, whilst wearing his country’s livery 
and holding her commission as a military 
officer, he engaged in smuggling. Genefal 
L., with his epaulettes upon his shoulders, 
did engage in smuggling, wae tried tor 
smuggling, and was judicially convicted of 
smuggling, convicted not by a military but 
by a civil court. We need not say of 
smuggling that it is one of the meanest and 
most mercenary of crimes. Men smuggle 
for profit, pelf, lucre, and only for these. 
The smuggler plunders not merely this, 
that, and the other individual, but the 
whole people of the country, all without 
exception who pay taxes for the support 
ofthe Government. Yes, he is a robber of 
the entire population of the land, a robber 
of men, women, and children. He cannot 
in all his walks and rides, year in and year 
out, meet even one single American who 
has not a right to point the finger at him 
and say, “Iam one of those upon whom 
you have committed theft.” The greeting 
might not be polite, but it would be just 

and true. 

Anf Gen. Longstrect’s offense against 
the country, in whose behalf he claimed to 
wear his sword, did not end with smug- 
gling or with his conviction of the crime. 
He not only violated the law of his coun- 
try, but he defied the law of his coun- 
try. When, after his conviction, an at- 
tempt was made by the regular legal au- 
thorities to arrest him, he refused to have 
himself taken. He resisted or evaded the 
legal process. Armed for the maintenance 
of the national authority, he availed him- 
self of the impunity which his position gave 
him. He deserved exemplary punishment; 
but, being upon the frontier where laws 
could not well be rigorously enforced, he 
held the civil officers at bay, and finally 
compromised by a promise that he and 
his troops would thenceforward render 
obedience to the laws, committing no fur- 
ther aggressions upon the revenues of the 
United States.

We presume that Longstreet went into the 
rebellion upon the strength of honest con- 
victions, but certainly he didn’t go into the 
smuggling line and into the re 
bellion against the authority of the min-

The Reduction of the Army. 

Gen. Grant, in his inaugural, proposed a 
scheme for the reduction of the army. It 
looked well enough, and probably was well 
enougk, but it amounts to very little at most. 
It bas been held up as a sample of the econo- 
my to be expected from the administration, 
but there seems reason to fear that the prom- 
ised economy will prove chiefly imaginary. 
The construction given to the matter by the 
War Department indicates this, and no doubt 
the construction given by the War Depart- 
ment is that given by the whele administra- 
tion. According to the projccted scheme, there 
will be twenty-five regiments instead of forty- 
five, but whereas none of the forty-five are 
full and some of them are not half full, indeed 
little more than skeletons, the twenty-five are 
to be kept up to the full war-footing. Under 
the regulations just issued from the War De- 
partment ‘“‘the regiments will be consolidated, 
company by company, so that every company 
will have present for duty one captain, one 
first lteutenant, one second lieutenant, and 
not to exceed six sergeants, eight corporgls, 
two musicians, two artificers, one wagoner, 
and one hundred privates.” This will give 
ene hundred and twenty-two men actually 
“present for duty’’ in each company,

Bottles of red and black ink, freshly ised in filling 
out the drafts, wére also found In the reom. Re- 
nard, after being thus put through the mill, did 
not deny that he was a forger, but said he had not 
as such in this country. He was lodged 
in jail, and has remained there ever since under 
advice of his lawyer. Meanwkile both the 
prisoner and the police have been 
working up the case by correspondence. 
Renard bas written no lees than twenty letters to 
his real or supposed friends, not ene of whom 
has deigned to reply. Mr. Bligh and the Superin- 
tendent of Police have been more than sucecss- 
ful.
